Call to order (Karl W4CHX): Karl W4CHX called the meeting to order at 7:09 p.m. 


Approval of minutes (Karl W4CHX): The Minutes of the previous Board Meeting (August 20, 
2013) were approved as presented. 


Vice President’s report (CJ NC4CJ): CJ reported via email that a low number of items had been 
submitted for the October auction. 


Treasurer’s report (Greg KE4PAX): RARS currently has 285 members. If any RARS member 
has questions regarding the budget, please contact Greg KE4PAX or Karl W4CHX for more 
information. 


Secretary’s report (Bob K4YXM): No report. 


Committee reports:

Public Service Director (John AI4RT): John AI4RT reported that events are “winding 
down;” only two remain for the rest of the year. 


Public Information Officer (Ken WA4JJW): No Report 


Education Director (Murray K4MHM): Murray K4MHM reported that a Technician 
licensing class will begin on September 28". A General licensing course is being 
planned for November. He is considering another Technician licensing class for January, 
2014. The book donation the NCSU library has been accomplished. 


Field Day Chair (Bob W4TTX): Based on his email communication, Bob W4TTX 
reported that he would contact Jim and Beth Carroll to see if RARS needs to pay the 
grass-mowing bill for the Field Day site. 


FM Repeater Chair (Karl W4CHX): Karl W4CHX reported that substantial progress 
has been made on the repairs to the building at the Bayleaf site. A team consisting of 
Robert Chew, Bob K4YXM, Bob NC1X, and Karl W4CHX have worked 20 plus hours 
over 4 days to tear off the existing roof, replace the plywood sheathing, reconstruct the 
soffit and fascia trim boards, and apply tar paper to the roof. Shingles will be applied on 
September 18". Vinyl siding will be applied soon thereafter followed by the interior 
repairs. A group of volunteers will be solicited to caulk, fill screw holes, and paint the 
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soffit and fascia trim boards. Karl W4CHX is communicating with Danny K4ITL regarding 
the plans for installing the newly-configured repeaters at the various repeater sites.

q. RARS Webmaster (Hank K4HM): Based on his email communication, Hank K4HM 

wrote, “Here is a report on RARS webmaster activities over the last month: 
a. The Auction form for registration has been put online and is starting to get 
some use. No problems have been reported. 
b. Some RARSfest information was updated on both the RARSfest page and on 
the main page. 

“Technician License Class Course” description provided by Murray was added. 

d. RARS Kudos page has been added with title suggested by Karl - additional 
suggestions regarding the page are requested. I need to add a link to this page - 
maybe from the RARS Information page, or maybe from the Public Service 
page - suggestions? 

e. Various minor changes were made to other pages. 

f. Spam/hacker activity has slowed but we still have had a few intruders. Forms 
that generate email remain the target and one recent attempt was from an old 
form that was not visible and could only be found by going directly to the 
form. This would be from a saved bookmark or by someone with access to a 
web crawler or something similar. I have started removing forms that are not 
being used and moving them to my personal storage. If and when they are 
needed I can restore and modify them if needed. While in "clean-up" mode I 
am also removing some old copies of web pages. This is not an overnight 
chore and will take some time. Also when pages change I save the old copy in 


° 
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case there are unintentional deletions of information that was intended to 
remain on the new version - so this clean-up will be ongoing. 

g. Long term - I also want to make our web pages wider. They are currently 
designed to fill an 800 pixel display format. Today's users have screens 
supporting much higher resolutions and the recommendation is to use screen 
widths of at least 1,200 pixels. This wider format will allow me to convert 
some of our old pages to the format of our main pages - with RARS banner and 
side columns. I expect to work on this over the winter.”
